3. The year under review was the second year of the road cess Collections in Hagaree- 
The assessment was fixed, as in the preceding year, at three-fourths of the maximum 
rate,.and the total demand on account of the cess on lands was therefore the same as in 
1873-74. The total collections of the year on account of lands, mines, and houses amounted 
to Rs. 28,026, but ont of this sum Rs, 572 had to be refunded for reasons detailed in 





perasraph 23 of the Committee's report. On the whole, the provisions of the Cess Act have” . 
n 


carried out in this district smoothly and satisfactorily, and it is a matter of congratniation 
that, as reported by the Deputy Commissioner, “ there was not a single instance during the 
last two years in which it was fonnd necessary to have recourse to sale of any moveable 
property or to attachment of the estates themselves for the recovery of the arrears,” 
The system of collections adopted auswered well; the louse cess was collected by the 
excise establishment of the district, aud so there was no additional expenditure on this 
score, 
4. In the Manbhoom district the road cess was collected for the first time during the 
year under report; but as the district was under great pressure in the previous year on 
account of the scarcity, collections were made from seven pergunnahs only, and hence the 
total amount shown in the present aveconnts is comparatively very small, The Deputy 
Commissioner, however, reports tint the zemindars and tenure-holders of his district were 
slow in the payment of their cess instalments ou due dates, and he was therefore 
obliged to resort to the stringent measure of attaching the defaulters’ properties under 
section 23 of the Act. 
5. The total demand of the cess on lands was for the year Rs. 8,358, of which 
Rs. 4,126 was realized and Kx. 2,707 refunded to Bankoora, being collections from pergun- 
nah Mobesara, trans{crred to that district, and the bulk of the remaining balance falling due 
on 28th September last it could not be recovered during the year. The honse cess of the 
year amounted to Rs. 1,525, ont of which Rs. 1,164 was realized, and Rs, 3 was written off, 
as it was crroneously twice entered in the accounts, These latter collections were made by 
paid peons, but towards the close of the yoar I direoted the Deputy Commissioner to make 
these collections through the excise establishments, as in Hazarcebagh, and this system is 
now being pursued during the current year. 
6. ‘rhe provisions of the Road Cess Act were extended to the Lohardugga district 
@uring the year under report under Government Notification No. 2088 of 5th October 
1874, but the operations did not commence until the end of December. The valuation 
work is proceeding satisfactorily. 
7. With regard to the action of the Road Committees, the real work is done by the 
official members, the non-official members seldom taking any interest in the proceedings ; and 
when they do attend mectings of the Committee, they do so as a matter of form or 
uette, and seldom take any active share in the proceedings, and vote as they think 
be pleasing to the local authorities, which is perhaps the best thing they do 
until the country is further advanced iu civilization.

18. In Singbhoom the total amount to the eredit of the Road Fund was Rs. 16,807, and 
the total expenditure amounted to Ks, 4,588, leaving o balance of Kx, 1,919 on the 50th 
September 1875. The amount spent on repairs is somewhat wore than double of what was 
Jaid out on origival works. A beginning of road cess operations will be made in Dhulbhoom 
this year. 

14. The Manbhoom Cunmiiter bad a total sum of Rs. 76,976 available for expenditure ¥

They say that an alteration in the channel was communicated 
to the Master-Attendant on the previous day, the 13th, but was not made 
known, as it should have been, to the pilots. 

The ship’s grounding, they add, has caused a loss of Rs, 25,000: and 
they request that enquiry may be made into the practice of the Master- 
Attendant’s office, in giving information to pilots of changes which occur in 
the channels, 

2. In this case, the Lieutenant-Governor considers that it is clearly 
established that the pilot and the Master-Attendant’s office were in no way 
in fault, and that the entire blame attaches to the River Surveyor. It 
is the duty of the River Surveyor, when he finds any change in the 
channels, at once to send to Bankshall a report anda duplicate sketeh. 
The report is copied into the channel] order book, and one of the sketches is 
kept there: this makes the change known to the pilots in Calcutta, who 
are bound to inform themselves of all entries in the channel order book. 
The original report, with the duplicate sketch, is then sent down to the 
Sandheads, for the information of the pilots on board the brigs.

The report of the Superintendent of the Subordinate Civil Service Examination on the 

result. of the examination held in 1475, and the Resolution of the Government 
recorded thereon, dated 22nd June 1875. 

The Resolution of this Government in the General Department, dated the 10th March 1875, 
intimating to certain Acting Deputy Magistrates and Depaty Collectors that their 
retention in the public service depended entirely on their passing the examinations 
to which they were still respectively liable. 

The Minute recorded by the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, dated the 25th September 
1875, on the competitive examinations for admission of candidates to the Native . 
Civil Service of Bengal. . 

The Notification of this Government in the General Department, dated the 29rd November 
1875, promulgating the revised rules to regulate the Native Civil Service Examina- 
tion to be held in 1876, and future examinations. 

Read also— 

Letter from the Superintendent of the Subordinate Civil Service Examination, No. $5, 
dated the 15th May 1876, reporting the result of the examination held in March last 
at Hooghly, Patna, and Cuttack. 


In paragraph 9 of the Resolution dated the 22nd June 1875, it was 
announced that, in view of the large number of passed candidates who had yet 
to be provided with appointments, the Lieutenant-Governor had decided not to 
hold another general examination under the then existing rules until. further 
notice. Subsequently, in his Minute dated the 25th September 1875, the 
Lieutensnt-Governor, after reviewing the principle on which the examinations 
had been previously conducted for admission to the Native Civil Service, 
pointed out that it had resulted in the passing of a larger number of candi- 
dates than the Government could conveniently provide with appointments, and + 
directed that, instead of all candidates being passed who came up to a given 
standard, the examinations in future should be competitive, that is, that a fixed 
number of places in the higher and in the lower classes of appointments would 
be prescribed, for which those candidates would be passed who came out first . * 
at the examination. It was further laid down that no candidate would be 
passed for the higher grade of appointments unless he obtained at least two- 
thirds, or for the lower grade of appointments unless he obtained at least half, 
of the total number of obtainable marks upon the whole examination. 
‘ 2. The number of appointments offered for competition at the 
examination, which is the first held under the new rules, was four in the higher

4. Of the remaining three who have passed, two— 3) steunedine 
Bhuttacharjee, and (4) Madhub Lall—were candidates for the higher grade, but 
have failed to obtain the requisite number of marks; they have, however, 
obtained more than half the total number of marks, and the Superintendent 
recommends that they should be declared eligible for employment in the lower 
class of appointments. In making this recommendation, tie Superintendent 

has overlooked the provisions of Rule 7 of the revised Examination Rules, 
which lays down that “ candidates must declare whether they desire to compete 

for the higher or the lower class, and that a candidate for a place in the 
higher class will not he eligible at that examination for a place in the lower 
class.” In consideration, however, of the recommendation of the Superinten- 
dent of the Examination, and of the fact that the number of candidates at the 

late examination was fewer than the number of appointments offered for 
competition, the Licutenant-Governor is pleased, us a special case, to waive in 
their case also the objection noted above, These two candidates, together with 
Baboo Kumal Chunder Dutt, are therefore pronounced eligible for appoint- 
ments in the lower class. 


5. Of the three candidates who failed, Mahomed Nuzerooddin and Baboo 
Kooldecp Narain Sing already fill appointments in the Subordinate Executive 
Service conditionally on passing the requisite standard of examination. 


Mahomed Nuzerooddin was appointed surveyor in Balasore in July 1873, 
subject to passing in 1874, He was subsequently granted further time for 
reparation till 1875, and, with reference to the result of his examination in the 
jatter year, another year’s grace was allowed. He was at the same time exempted 
from examination in chemistry, betany, and gymnasties. As he has now 
obtained passing marks in engineering and Oriya, and fair marks in all other 
subjects except Bengali, which is not the vernacular of his district, and as 
he is also favorably reported on by his superiors, the Licutenant-Governor 
has been pleased, as a special case, to declare him us fully passed for the lower 
grade. 

Baboo Kooldeep Narain Sing was appointed 2nd Grade Canoongoe in Gya in 
November 1878, subject to passing the Native Civil Service Examination. He 
was exempted from attendance at the examination of 1874 in consideration 
of his employment on famine relief operations. He did not attend the 
examination in 1875, owing, it was alleged, to ignorance of the date of the 
examination. On a consideration, however, of the recommendations made by 
the Commissioner of Patna and the Collector of Gya, the Baboo was per- 
mitted, as a special case, to retain his appointment, subject to passing at the 
examination in 1876, and was distinctly given to understand that no excuse 
would be entertained for failure on his part to attend or to puss at that 
examination. As he has now obtained half marks in only one subject, viz. in 
the vernacular, and very low marks in all other subjects, the Lieutenant- 
Governor directs that he be removed from his appointment.

Is exercise of the powers couferred on him by Act IIT B.C. of 1876, the Hon’ble the 
Lieutonant-Governor is pleyed to direct the publication of the following dratt rules for the 
Sone Canals. 


Rules under Act IIT B.C. of 1876, 
1. The Collector, before awarding compensation under sections 16 and 17 of the Act, 
shall obtain the written opinion of the Superintending Canal Officer, which shall form part 
of the record of the proceedings. 


2. Woeter shall not be granted where, in the opinion of the Divisional Canal Officer, 
loss from wastage is likely to occur. From the decision of the Divisional Canal Officer an 
appeal shall lie to the Superintending Canal Officer, whose order shall be final. 

8. Water shall not ordinarily be granted where the length of the water-course, from its 
head to its point of contact with the village boundary, would exceed two 2, miles. 

4. Water for irrigation shall not be supplied, except through a water-course so 
constructed and maiutaived that, in the epinion of the Divisional Caual Officer— 

(a) the water will pass without wastage ; 
(6) the existing necessary lives of communication, the flow of drainage water, and 
the passage of water for irrigation, will not be obstracted. 

5. The Divisional Canal Officer may withhold or postpone the grant of water fora 
crop to any cultivator whose ficlds he mag have ascertained by personal inspection (by 
himself or one of his assistants) to be unprepared for irrigation by division into com 
ments not greater in area than | cottah or 1561°25 superficial feet, and by the addition of 
smal! water channels, as is customary in irrigation from wells,

(e.)—That for cach crop, previous to water heing taken for any field, application 
shall be made in the prescribed form (Appendix A.) through the said 
headman to the Sub-Divisional Canal Officer or other officer authorized to 
receive such applications, and that no water shall be taken until after the 
receipt of a“ permit’ (Appendix B.) from snch officer. 

(f)—That in any case where the Division! Canal Officer, owing to the known

8. The Divisional Canal Officer may accept the nominee of the shareholders ina 
water-course as “headman ” of such water-course, and is empowered to pay him the fees 
as hereinbelow detailed, subject to the condition of satisfactory performance of duty, 


9, The allowance to the headman of a water-course for duties connected with that 
water-course, such as arranging that it shall be kept in proper repair, seeing that no lands 
obtain water withont a regular “ permit,” distributing the water to the sharcholders, seeing 
to the outlet being closed according to the orders of the Divisional Caual Ollicer, and 
generally assisting the officers of the Irrigation Department, shall be 5 per cent. on the 
assessments of canal water rates derived from the water-courses in his charge. The 
Divisional Canal Officer may retrench the whole or any part of the fees under this rule in 
the event of the conditions not being complied with. 


10. The allowance to the headman of a water-course for collecting the water-rates 
shall be 5 per cent, on the assessments, and shall be paid by the Collector on receipt of the 
full payment of demand for that crop aud not otherwise, unless he can satisfy the Collector 
that the balance in arrear is so through no negligence of his. The payment to be made within 
two mouths of the dates named in the permit. 


11. An appeal against retrenchments under Rules 9 and 10 shall lie to the Superin-

13. Tanks may be filled with canal water without charge, and without reference to the 
area irrigated in avy village, whenever water can be wade available without injury to the 
cultivation dependent on any canal, under the following regulations :—
